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PREFACE 


At  a  family  reunion  August  21,  1935,  Mr.  J.  D.  Flock 
submitted  a  report  and  exhibit  of  the  history.  It  met  with 
unanimous  approval.  Mr.  Flock  felt  and  said  with  regret, 
that  it  was  not  complete  and  on  account  of  his  age  and 
failing  health,  he  wanted  to  relinquish  the  work  and  that 
someone  else  be  appointed  to  finish  and  assemble  the  his¬ 
tory  ready  for  the  printer. 

His  resignation  was  accepted  with  regret  and  a  vote 
of  thanks  given  him  for  his  work.  J.  H.  Anderson  was  chos¬ 
en  to  succeed  him,  and  named  Mrs.  Elmer  Breed  and  Mrs. 
Flock  Read,  as  assistants. 

The  Canadian  branch  has  been  discovered  and  added. 
The  myth  that  there  were  two  pioneer  brothers  has  been 
cleared  up.  The  historic  and  biographic  sketches,  the  charts, 
statistics,  and  the  general  arrangement,  are  by  Mr.  Ander¬ 
son.  But  to  Mr.  Flock  goes  the  credit  of  the  genealogical 
research.  He  being  of  the  5th  generation  in  the  middle  of 
the  nine,  he  was  able  to  view  the  past  and  vision  the  present 
and  future  as  no  one  else  could.  Without  his  knowledge  and 
work,  the  history  could  never  have  been  written.  Both  Mrs. 
Breed  and  M  rs.  Read  have  rendered  valuable  help,  particu¬ 
larly  in  bringing  out  the  details.  But  this  was  not  the  work 
of  one,  two  or  four,  but  rather  as  the  name  implies  it  is 
the  result  of  a  “Flock”  of  Flocks  working  together.

PRELUDE 


BRIEF  HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  THE  CAUSE  AND  MANNER 
OF  THE  GERMAN  IMMIGRATION 


As  a  prelude  to  the  history  of  the  Flocks,  the  cause  of  their 
migration  from  the  fatherland,  which  reached  great  numbers 
in  the  first  part  of  the  eighteenth  century,  the  following  ex¬ 
tracts  from  the  history  of  the  early  German  settler,  published 
by  Theodore  F.  Chambers,  in  1895,  gives  us  some  information 
on  the  subject: 

“Formerly,  the  usual  explanation  of  the  settlement  of  the 
German  Valley,  was  that  by  Rupp,  in  his  work  containing  the 
names  of  thirty  thousand  immigrants  into  Pennsylvania.  This 
was  as  follows: 

The  period  1702  to  1727,  marks  an  era  in  German  immigra¬ 
tion.  Between  forty  and  fifty  thousand  left  their  country.  The 
unparalleled  ravages  and  desolation  caused  by  the  troops  of 
Louis  XIV,  of  France,  under  Lurenne,  who  were  all  powerful 
in  their  day,  was  the  stern  prelude  of  bloody  persecution.  Both 
Louis  XIV  and  Lurenne  passed  from  the  scene,  about  the  close 
of  the  seventeenth  century  and  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth 
Louis  XV  became  arbiter  of  Europe.  Frederick  the  Elector's 
reign  closed  in  Germany  in  1688.  and  Frederick  the  Great  suc¬ 
ceeded  him.  It  was  during  the  reign  of  these  four  monarchs — the 
latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  and  early  part  of  the  eighteenth  cen¬ 
turies — persecutions  took  place,  which  caused  the  migration. 

It  was  a  period  of  great  trial  in  Europe.  War  was  almost 
continuous.  The  boundaries  were  continually  changing.  Death, 
destruction  and  poverty,  followed  in  their  wake.  Both  Freder¬ 
icks  proclaimed  freedom  of  religion.  Both  were  protectors  of 
the  Protestant  faith.  Both  seemed  unable  to  prevent  persecution. 
The  30-years’  war  ended  in  1648.  The  treaty  of  Westphalia  had 
been  signed  and  that  settled  (it  was  thought  once,  for  all  time) 
the  principle — that  man  should  not  be  persecuted  for  his  re¬ 
ligious  faith.  Three  creeds  were  recognized  in  the  treaty,  viz. 
Catholic,  Lutheran  and  Calvinism. 

Jealousy  persisted,  persecutions  continued.  The  Duke  of 
Eberhard  Ludwig,  in  Wartemberg,  the  province  from  which  An¬ 
dreas  Flock  came,  drove  the  people  to  desperation,  that  many, 
to  escape  his  tyranny  fled  to  the  coast  and  took  passage  to  the 
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now  world  and  found  refuge  in  the  virgin  soil  of  Pennsylvania 
in  the  beginning  of  the  18th  century  (Redpath’s  History)  it  was 
to  escape  the  bloody  persecution  and  sufferings  that  awaited 
them. 

German  and  other  Protestants  fled  and  found  shelter  in 
Holland  and  later  mailed  for  New  York,  “The  English  Colonies”. 
A  number  of  their  ships  were  carried  by  adverse  winds  into  the 
Delaware  Bay  and  there  they  landed.  They  determined,  how¬ 
ever,  to  reach  their  destination.  Th£y  took  the  overland  route 
from  Philadelphia  to  New  York.  On  entering  the  charming  val¬ 
ley  of  Nova  Caesaria,  N.  J.,  drained  by  the  Musconetcong  and 
Passaic  Rivers  and  having  reached  a  goodly  land,  they  res-lv-.d 
to  lemain. 

What  was  known  as  the  second  migration,  was  sent  out  by 
Queen  Anne,  undei  the  persuasion  of  Joshua  Kocherthal,  who, 
returned  to  England  after  first  arrival  in  America.  The  party 
numbered  four  thousand  at  the  start.  But  through  exposure 
and  sickness,  they  lost  nearly  one-third  of  the  party  by  death. 
Two  hundred  died  on  Governor’s  Island,  New  York.  Nearly  all 
the  later  immigrants  landed  at  Philadelphia  and  it  was  at  tills 
port  that  Andreas  Flock  landed  September  25,  A.  D.  1749,  o a 
the  ship  “Speedwell”  with  two  hundred  passengers  on  baa  a. 

Great  was  the  suffering  to  reach  the  land  of  freedom. 
Shipwreck,  hunger,  disease  and  death  were  a  great  price.  But  it 
was  “THE  PATH  THEY  TROD  TO  FREEDOM”. 

They  endured  hardships  and  privations.  But  by  industrious 
perseverance,  they  established  themselves  in  happy  homes,  and 
today  Long  Valley  (formerly  German  Valley)  is  a  panorama 
of  great  beauty. 

The  Germans  made  a  great  contribution  in  manhood  and 
characte”  to  the  new  world  in  the  stand  they  took  for  freedom 
against  persecution.  Probably  no  better  people  crossed  the  At¬ 
lantic,  to  break  the  virgin  soil  and  practice  religious  freedom. 

During  the  war  of  the  Colonies  for  freedom  and  inde¬ 
pendence,  they  surrendered  life  and  property  at  the  call  >f  thei 
country.  Nearly  every  family  had  a  representative  in  the 
Colonial  Army.

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THE  BEGINNINGS  —  A.  D.  1749  -  1773 

From  the  history  of  the  early  German  settlers  by  Theodore 
F.  Chambers,  we  gather  the  following  historical  information: 

Andreas  Flach  came  from  Wertemberg,  Germany,  A.  D. 
1749,  on  the  ship  “Speedwell”,  and  settled  in  German  Valley, 
now  Long  Valley,  N.  J.,  then  known  as  the  English  Colonies. 
He  was  married.  This  family  consisted  of  six  children.  Ages 
of  four  are  given,  173G  to  1746,  born  in  Germany.  The  dates 
of  birth  of  the  two  others  are  not,  although  both  were  probably 
born  in  New  Jersey.  He  did  not  permanently  locate  his  family 
in  German  Valley,  but  on  that  magnificent  plateau  on  Schooley’s 
Mountain,  overlooking  German  Valley  on  the  East  and  the  Mus- 
conetcong  Valley  on  the  West. 

Andreas  Flock  and  his  son,  Matthias,  bought  the  whole  of 
the  Samuel  Turnip  tract  of  600  acres,  surveyed  in  1720.  The  map 
of  Washington  Township,  which  includes  German  Valley,  School¬ 
ey’s  Mountain  and  Flocktown,  shows  the  tract.  A  public  road 
runs  through  the  middle,  North  and  South,  dividing  it  into  two 
almost  equal  parts.  Another  road  skirts  the  lower  end,  leading 
to  German  Valley.  The  date  on  these  two  farms  is  1773.  One 
is  marked  A.  Flock,  the  other  A.  Flock,  Jr.,  divided  by  this  road. 

At  this  date,  Andreas,  Jr.,  would  be  37  years  of  age;  Mat¬ 
thias,  27  years  of  age.  Andreas  was  married  and  had  six  chil¬ 
dren,  born  1757  to  1771.  Matthias  was  unmarried.  Their  father 
died  1779,  six  years  after  the  purchase  of  this  land.  Matthias, 
in  the  meantime,  married  probably  in  1774,  as  their  first  child 
was  born  in  1775.  Four  children  were  born  1781  to  1796.  Their 
grandmother  died  1810,  in  her  93rd  year. 

Thus  we  have  the  two  sons  of  Andreas  I,  located  and  estab¬ 
lished  on  the  two  farms  carved  out  of  this  600-acre  tract,  di¬ 
vided  by  the  road  running  North  and  South.  The  death  of  their 
father  occurring  so  soon  after  the  purchase  of  the  land  (six 
years),  we  can  readily  understand  how  the  legend  came  down 
to  us  of  the  present  generation,  that  there  were  two  brothers, 
who  were  the  original  Flocks.  Andreas  was  one,  but  who  and 
where  the  other  was  has  always  been  a  mystery.  That  the  two 
brothers  came  over  from  Germany  is  correct,  but  their  father, 
Andreas,  was  the  pioneer.  They  were  boys  13  and  3  years  of 
age;  37  and  27  when  they  bought  the  land  and  settled  on  the 
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two  farms,  already  described.  This  disposes  of  the  myth  and 
solves  the  mystery  of  who  were  the  two  brothers. 

Andreas  was  survived  by  his  wife;  two  sons,  Andreas  and 
Matthias  and  their  wives;  four  daughters,  Catherine,  Barbara, 
Christina  and  Anna;  three  grandsons,  John  Philip,  John  and 
Matthias;  two  granddaughters,  Margaretta,  Maria  Cathrine, 
daughters  of  Andreas.  Margaretta,  daughter  of  Matthias,  15  sur¬ 
vivors,  two  farms,  two  households.  Andreas  II  and  his  family, 
seven  persons.  Matthias  and  wife,  his  mother,  one  daughter, 
four  sisters,  —  eight  persons.  The  youngest  sister  married  in 
1780.  The  others  may  have  been  married  and  in  their  own 
homes.  All  were  married,  dates  not  given.  Nothing  further  of 
them  is  known,  except  what  is  found  on  the  charts — births,  mar¬ 
riages  and  deaths. 

The  American  branch  is  descended  from  Matthias;  the 
Canadian  branch  from  Andreas  II,  both  of  the  second  genera¬ 
tion. 

Of  the  third  generation,  Chambers  states  in  his  history 
that  Andreas  II  had  children  and  went  to  Canada.  The  state¬ 
ment  is  ambiguous.  It  may  mean  that  he  and  his  children  went; 
or  that  his  family  went,  or  only  a  part  of  them.  We  find  from 
investigation  that  the  latter  is  correct.  But  wnen?  At  the  time 
of  the  purchase  of  the  600-acre  tract,  John  Philip  was  16  yea:'* 
of  age.  On  the  map  of  Washington  Township,  already  mentioned, 
there  is  a  triangular  farm  adjoining  the  A.  Flock,  Jr.  farm, 
marked  P.  Flock,  which  I  take  to  be  this  boy  of  16  acquired  wh  vi 
he  grew  up  to  be  a  man,  probably  10  years  later.  The  date  and 
acreage  are  not  given,  but  it  is  smaller  than  either  of  the  other 
two.  He  married  Catherine  Swai  tzwelder,  1791  A.  D.  Born  to 
them  a  son,  Andrew,  September  25,  1792.  She  died  1793.  He 
married  a  second  wife,  Ann  Aames,  1795.  A  son  was  born  to 
them,  John,  November,  1795.  Eight  other  children  were  born 
to  them  in  Canada.  The  time  of  his  going  would  probably  be  soon 
after  three  events  in  1795.  viz:  the  death  of  his  mother,  his  sec¬ 
ond  marriage,  or  the  birth  of  their  child  in  November.  The 
writer  fixes  the  years  of  his  going  as  1796.  The  court  might 
class  some  of  the  above  circumstantial  evidence,  but  it  is  ap¬ 
proximately  correct.  The  families  had  not  been  in  touch  for 
several  generations  until  J.  D.  Flock  and  his  wife  visited  them 
on  their  wedding  tour  in  1869.  They  found  them  happy  and 
prosperous.  The  veil  was  again  dropped,  until  recent  research, 
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in  connection  with  this  history  it  is  partially  lifted.  We  know 
now  from  definite  information  furnished  by  a  descendant  in 
Hamilton,  Canada,  that  John  Philip’s  was  the  family  which  mi¬ 
grated  to  Canada.  The  date,  however,  of  his  going,  she 
does  not  know.  The  writer  will  allow  1796  to  stand  until 
authoritatively  corrected.  John  Philip’s  father  and  mother  are 
both  buried  in  Long  Valley.  (See  tombstone  readings  numbers 
1  and  5,  also  his  first  wife’s  tombstone  reading  number  2.)  There 
is  a  question  as  to  whether  his  name  was  John  Philip  or  Philip. 
Bible  record  of  birth  gives  his  name  as  John  Philip.  He  signed 
a  record  of  his  father’s  and  mother’s  death  written  by  one 
Philip  Flock.  Another  of  his  first  wife’s  marriage  and  death;  al¬ 
so  of  his  second  wife’s  marriage  and  death,  written  by  one 
Philip  Flock.  Another  record  of  his  birth  gives  the  name  John 
Philip.  A  record  of  his  death  by  his  brother,  Andrew,  gives  the 
name  Philip  only.  All  these  are  from  records  in  the  family 
Bible.  On  the  Washington  Township,  N.  J.,  map  (Chambers), 
the  name  appears  as  P.  Flock.  The  history  states  in  its  records 
of  real  estate  transactions.  Ambrose  Dickerson  purchased  90 
acres  of  land  from  Philip  Flock.  To  make  a  title  legal,  the 
name  would  have  to  be  correct.  He  had  a  brother  John, 
both  living  at  the  same  time.  The  family,  however,  knew  him 
as  John  Philip.  There  was  another  John  Flock,  b.  1784  (3rd  gen.) 
brother  of  Matthias  and  Andrew,  a  cousin  of  John  Philip,  of 
whom  we  know  nothing  more. 

There  were  other  Flocks  in  the  second,  third  and  fourth 
generations,  whom  we  are  unable  to  trace  and  of  whom  we 
know  nothing  except  what  is  on  the  charts.  . 

Chambers  gives  the  names  of  families  who  intermarried 
with  the  Flocks.  The  following  are  the  names  of  women  who 
married  Flock  men,  viz.:  Rarick,  Hoffman,  Weaver,  Sharp, 
Swartzwelder,  Swayze,  Salmon,  Divers,  Lane,  Coursen,  Drake, 
Lichtenfals,  Luse.  The  names  of  men  who  married  Flock  women: 
Shangler,  Crater,  Hanseller,  Swartzwelder,  Thomas,  Coos.  Ban¬ 
ning,  Vars,  Bird,  Stevens.  These  are  old  and  family  names  of 
past  and  present  generations.  Doubtless,  many  of  their  descen¬ 
dants  are  still  in  Long  Valley,  Schooley’s  Mountain  and  that 
region.  The  name  Flock  lias  not  been  known  in  Long  Valley 
for  over  100  years. 

From  the  5th  generation  down  to  the  9th,  we  have  173 
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names  complete  in  the  U.  S.  A.  Of  the  four  previous  genera¬ 
tions,  the  first,  2;  second,  12;  third,  22;  fourth,  12,  a  total  cf  43. 
There  was  one  family,  viz.,  John  Philip,  third  generation,  which 
moved  to  Canada,  and  from  information  recently  gathered,  will 
equal  in  number,  if  not  surpass,  those  in  the  United  Slates. 
There  are  other  Flocks  in  the  third  and  fourth  generations 
whom  Mr.  Flock  was  unable  to  trace. 

To  gather  these  correctly,  he  searched  old  family  Bibles 
and  church  rolls;  read  tombstones,  that  the  records  of  the  pa  t 
might  give  up  their  forgotten  and  buried  secrets.  Old  antiquari¬ 
ans  have  been  interviewed  and  added  knowledge  that  has 
helped  to  make  this  work  more  complete,  that  the  names  and 
memories  might  be  preserved  for  the  generations  to  come. 

The  work  of  research  was  too  arduous  for  William  Flo”k, 
and  at  the  age  of  88  years,  at  his  request,  it  was  passed  to  cl  hue 
hands  for  completion.  He  died  a  few  months  later. 


ELEANOR  FLOCK,  IV  GENERATION 

Eleanor  Flock,  b.  April  2,  1835.  Information  furnished  to 
J.  D.  Flock,  by  Mrs.  Bartley,  of  Bartley,  N.  J.,  as  follows: 

“My  father,  Matthias,  had  a  sister,  Eleanor,  who  married 
Daniel  Salmon.  There  was  born  of  this  union  three  chi’d'cn. 
Two  of  them  served  in  the  Civil  War.  One  was  taken  prisoner 
and  never  more  heard  of;  the  other  came  home,  and  is  buried 
in  Mt.  Olive  Cemetery.  The  oldest  boy,  Elmer,  had  a  good  po¬ 
sition  under  the  government.  He  died  in  the  West  and  was 
buried  at  Washington,  D.  C.  There  is  no  record  of  marriage  or 
cother  information  that  can  be  obtained.” — Signed,  J.  D.  Fleck. 

Eleanor’s  and  Daniel  Salmon’s  names  are  both  in  Chambers’ 
genealogy  and  charts,  but  not  the  boys’.  The  Salmons  were 
originally  Scotch.  One  of  the  family  was  knighted  by  King 
Robert  Bruce  in  the  14th  Century.  They  moved  across  the 
border  to  England,  then  to  New  Jersey  in  1040  A.  D. 
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MARGARET  FLOCK,  IV  GENERATION 

Margaret  A.  Flock,  sister  of  Matthias  (for  whom  Margaret 
Ann  Flock  Read  was  named),  born  December  1,  1822,  d.  Feb¬ 
ruary  28,  1875;  m.  Philip  Grandin  Stevens,  January  22,  1845. 
Three  children  were  born  of  this  union,  viz.:  1 — Frank  Malcolm 
Stevens,  b.  Nov.  27,  1855,  d.  April  26,  1892;  m.  Catherine 

Hyde,  Dec.  11,  1885,  no  children.  2 — Orlando  Stevens,  b.  Jan. 
26,  1861,  m.  Mary  E.  Slater,  Dec.  15,  1886.  Born  of  this  union 
one  daughter,  viz.,  Luella  Catherine,  b.  Oct.  27,  1888;  unmarried 
and  is  a  school  teacher  at  E.  Orange,  N.  J.  3 — Minnie  Gladys 
Stevens,  b.  June  28,  1866,  m.  Nathan  Cole  Van  Nest,  Oct.  14, 
1896.  Born  of  this  union  one  son,  Olive  Merrit,  b.  May  20, 
1899,  m.  Margaret  Regan,  b.  Jan.  6,  1906;  no  children. 

The  Stevens  and  the  Flocks  of  the  fifth  generation  were 
cousins.  They  no  doubt  owned  and  lived  on  the  Andreas  Flock. 
Jr.,  farm.  They  were  contemporaneous  with  William  Flock 
(1820)  on  the  other  farm.  They  were  known  in  J.  D.  Flock’s 
da}  as  the  Flock  and  Stevens’  farms.  Who  owned  it,  in  what 
would  be  the  third  generation,  is  unknown  to  the  writer — 
probably  a  member  of  the  Flock  family. 
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(Note:  Since  the  history  was  issued,  addit'onal  names  and  information 
have  been  obtained  relative  to  the  Margaret  Ann  Flock  branch,  and  is 
here  rewritten  to  date.  This  takes  the  place  of  the  article  on  page  24.) 

MARGARET  ANN  FLOCK,  IV  GENERATION 

Margaret  Ann  Flock,  sister  of  Matthias,  4th  generation,  b. 
Dec.  1,  1822,  at  Flocktown,  Schooley’s  Mt.  N.  J.,  d.  Feb.  28,  1875. 
Married  Philip  Grandin  Stephens,  Jan.  27,  1845,  b.  Jan.  27, 
1822,  d.  May  29,  1885.  Occupation,  farmer.  According  to  family 
records,  history  and  tradition,  he  was  descended  from  one  of 
three  brothers  who  came  from  England.  Chambers’  history 
states  that  ‘‘Richard  Stephens,”  b.  1732,  d.  1792,  an  English 
wheelwright,  was  brought  from  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  to  build  a 
brick  mill  at  Hackettstown  (probably  the  one  at  Stephensburg), 
by  John  Hackett.  Came  to  Mt.  Olive  in  1762.  Enlisted 
in  the  Revolutionary  War.  Married  Dolly  Landon,  b.  1742,  d. 
1839,  age  97  years.  Born  to  them  eleven  children.  Daniel  Ste¬ 
phens,  their  fifth  child,  m.  Sarah  Salmon,  and  they  in  turn  had 
a  son,  William,  who  married  Hannah  Grandin.  The  genealogy 
of  the  Stephens’  is  a  long  list.  Hackett  and  Grandin  are  not 
in  Chambers’  genealogies.  They  were  early  pioneers,  but  out¬ 
side  the  territory  covered  by  Chambers  in  his  history.  It  is 
quite  probable  that  Philip  Grandin  Stephens  was  descended 
from  this  Richard  Stephens  the  wheelwright  from  Philadelphia. 
He  is  also  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  establishing  of  the 
Baptist  Church  at  Mt.  Olive,  A.  D.  1753.  This  information  dove¬ 
tails  in  and  points  to  Richard  Stephens  as  the  ancestor. 

The  Andreas  Flock  farm  (2nd  generation),  was  successively 
owned  by  Andrew  Flock,  3rd  generation;  Philip  Grandin  and 
Margaret  Ann  Stephens,  4th  generation;  by  Orlando  V.  Ste¬ 
phens,  5th  generation,  and  by  him  sold  to  George  Force  in  1892, 
who  still  lives  there.  (See  page  25,  illustration,  etc.) 

There  were  six  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Philip  Gran¬ 
din  Stephens,  viz:  (1)  Marcella  Amine,  b.  Nov.  26,  1845,  d.  Aug. 
22,  1847.  (2)  Leander  William,  b.  June  28.  1848,  d.  Aug.  30,  1854. 
(3)  Frank  Malcolm,  b.  Nov.  27,  1855,  d.  April  26.  1899.  (4)  Ma- 
linda  Ellen,  b.  Nov.  19,  1858,  d.  April  12,  1860.  (5)  Orlando 
Vernon,  b.  Jan.  16,  1861,  d.  Sept.  29,  1936.  (6)  Minnie  Gladys, 
b.  June  28,  1866.  These  children  were  all  born  at  Flocktown, 
N.  J.,  and  are  of  the  5th  generation.  Three  died  in  childhood; 
three  grew  up  to  maturity  and  were  married.

. - . ,  still  living.  His  occupation  was  farmer,  Flocktown.  No 

children.  Orlando  Vernon,  m.  Mary  E.  Slater.  Dec.  15  1886,  b. 

Nov.  18,  1862,  d.  June  8,  1935.  Residence,  Morristown,  N.  J., 
occupation,  caretaker.  Then  lived  at  East  Orange  10  years, 
where  he  died.  Born  of  this  union  one  daughter,  viz:  Luella 
Catharine,  Oct.  27,  1888,  at  Flocktown,  Schooley’s  Mt.  N.  J. 
Unmarried  and  is  school  teacher  at  East  Orange,  residence,  242 
Glenwood  Avenue.  She  is  of  the  6th  generation.  Minnie  Gladys, 
b.  June  28,  1866,  m.  Mahlon  Cole  Van  Nest,  Oct.  14.  1896.  b. 
June  26,  1866,  d.  Oct.  23,  1929.  Occupation,  plumbing  and  heat¬ 
ing.  Residence,  Lambertville,  N.  J.  Born  of  this  union,  one 
son,  Olin  Merritt,  b.  May  20,  1899,  m.  Jessie  Marguerite  Regan. 
Jan.  6,  1926,  b.  1896.  no  children.  Olin  is  of  the  6th  generation 
Mrs.  Van  Nest  lives  with  her  son,  at  Lambertville,  N.  J. 

Miss  Luella  Catharine  Stephens  owns  an  old  family  Bible 
printed  in  German,  the  date  of  which  is  A.  D.  1763,  a  Martin 
Luther  Bible.  It  was  first  owned  by  Matthias  Flock,  (2nd  gen¬ 
eration),  and  successively  owned  by  Andrew  Flock  (3rd  gen.); 
by  Margaret  A.  Flock  Stephens  (4th  gen.);  Orlando  V.  Ste¬ 
phens  (5th  gen.),  and  now  by  Luella  Catharine  Stephens  (6th 
gen.).  It  is  a  Flock  heirloom  much  prized  by  the  whole  family, 
as  it  descended  from  generation  to  generation.  There  is  also 
one  in  the  Canadian  branch. 
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A  landscape  view  of  the  Matthias  Flock  farm  at  Siiceasunna,  X.  .1.  Three 
of  his  children  were  horn  here.  He  died  1852.  The  farm  was  sold  the  same 
year  to  Fyrus  (5.  Force.  Jr.  Mr.  Alspaugh.  postmaster  at  Succasunna,  X.  .1., 
is  a  member  of  the  family.  His  great  great  grandfather  lost  his  life  (age  ;i|). 
when  the  house  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1871.  A  more  modern  house  has 
replaced  it  on  a  different  site.  It  is  now  owned  by  a  Xew  York  Fity  famil\ 
as  a  summer  home.  It  was  owned  by  the  Force  family  3  generations  (7u  yrs). 
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IMMEDIATE  BACKGROUND  OF  V  GEN.,  MATTHIAS 

Matthias  Flock,  b.  Jan.  25,  1813,  at  Schooley's  Mt.,  N.  J., 
d.  Feb.  15,  1852.  Little  is  known  of  his  early  life.  He  died 
when  the  children  were  young,  from  babyhood  up  to  15  years, 
and  were  separated  to  different  homes.  The  children  knew  and 
remembered  very  little.  They  have  all  passed  away  and  their 
children  know  less. 

He  and  his  cousin,  John  Flock,  were  engaged  in  business 
at  Jacksonburg,  N.  J.  An  early  record  shows  that  soon  after 
his  marriage,  that  he  and  his  cousin,  John  Flock,  purchased 
property  in  Jacksonburg,  and  that  later  he  moved  to  Succasun- 
na,  N.  J.,  and  engaged  in  farming. 

He  married  Christina  Divers,  of  Stillwater,  N.  J.,  on  Nov. 
13,  1834.  We  have  been  unable  to  trace  the  genalogy  of  the 
Divers,  but  several  members  of  the  family  were  of  English  an¬ 
cestry.  Born  of  this  union  with  Christina  Divers,  were  five 
children,  viz.:  1 — Andrew  L.,  b.  Feb.  25,  1837,  Succasunna,  N.  J. 

2 — Henry  D.,  b.  July  24,  1838,  at  Jacksonburg,  N.  J.  3 — Mar¬ 
garet  Ann,  b.  Dec.  13,  1841,  at  Jacksonburg,  N.  J.  4 — John,  b. 
Oct.  29,  1843,  at  Jacksonburg,  N.  J.  5 — Jacob  D.,  b.  Aug.  25, 
1847,  at  Succasunna.  His  wife,  Christina,  died  Sept.  6.  1849, 
having  five  children,  ages  2  to  12  years,  7  months. 

He  married  a  second  wife,  Sarah  Coursen,  in  1850,  b.  1824, 
d.  Feb.  3,  1904.  Born  of  this  union  was  one  son,  Sylvester  G., 
b.  Sept.  5,  1851,  born  at  Succasunna,  N.  J.  He  died  in  1852. 
Soon  thereafter,  the  family  home  was  broken  up.  The  children 
were  separated  and  taken  to  homes  of  relatives.  Andrew,  the 
oldest,  went  first  to  Philip  G.  Stevens,  Schooley's  Mt.;  later  to 
his  uncle  and  aunt,  John  and  Susan  Flock,  Jacksonburg,  N.  J. 
Henry  and  Margaret  found  immediate  homes  with  John  and  • 
Susan  Flock.  John  went  first  to  his  grandfather’s,  Henry  Divers; 
later  to  John  and  Susan  Flock.  Jacob  D.  went  first  to  his  uncle, 
Jacob  M.  Divers.  He  remained  there  until  he  was  about  8 
years  old,  then  he  was  taken  to  his  uncle  and  aunt,  John  and 
Susan  Flock,  when  the  family  was  again  reunited.  Sylvester 
G.  remained  with  his  mother.  Loving  friends  cared  for  and 
reared  them  to  maturity.  They  were  all  reared  in  Christian 
homes  and  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  that  day. 

The  farm  at  Succasunna  was  sold  to  Cyrus  G.  Force,  in  1852. 

This  genealogy  and  history  of  the  Matthias  branch  of  the 
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Flock  family,  commences  with  the  childhood  and  adolescent  age 
of  the  children  and  from  this  background  follows  each  branch 
down  to  the  8th  and  9th  generations,  commencing  with  Andrew 
L.,  the  first  born. 
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Wilson  H.  Fleck 
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ANDREW  L.  FLOCK,  V  GENERATION 


Andrew  L.  Flock,  son  of  Matthias  and  Christina  Divers  Flock, 
b.  at  Succasunna,  N.  J.,  Feb.  25,  1837,  d.  July  27,  1883,  orphaned 
at  the  age  of  12  years,  7  months,  by  the  death  of  his  mother.  His 
father  died  two  and  one-half  years  later.  At  his  death  the  family 
home  was  broken  up  and  the  children  taken  to  relatives’  homes. 
He  was  first  taken  to  Philip  G.  Stevens;  later  to  his  uncle  and 
aunt,  John  and  Susan  Flock,  Jacksonburg  (Blairstown),  N.  J.,  and 
reared  until  manhood.  His  uncle  owned  a  general  store.  He 
gradually  learned  and  grew  into  the  mercantile  business,  and  be¬ 
came  a  partner.  He  married  Margaret  Almeda  Luse,  Jan.  26, 
1858,  b.  Oct.  30,  1835,  at  Blairstown,  N.  J.,  d.  March  22,  1910.  The 
Luse  ancestry  in  the  U.  S.  A.  goes  back  to  Benjamin  Luse,  who 
came  from  Southold,  L.  I.,  to  Roxbury  Township,  N.  J.,  and 
bought  land  in  1736.  His  son,  William,  b.  1759,  his  grandson, 
David,  b.  1783.  His  great  grandson,  William,  b.  1808,  was  the 
lather  of  Margaret  Almeda  Luse,  b.  1835.  On  her  mother’s  side, 
Catherine  Gibbs  is  of  Scottish  ancestry. 

He  (Andrew  L.  Flock)  withdrew  from  his  uncle’s  partner¬ 
ship  and  formed  a  partnership  with  a  Mr.  Hardin,  in  the  harness 
business,  in  Blairstown,  N.  J.  Fire  burned  their  stock.  They  suf¬ 
fered  a  heavy  loss  and  they  dissolved.  He  was  then  employed 
as  a  salesman  with  J.  P.  Cornell,  general  store,  Paulina,  N.  J., 
and  there  resided  some  years.  Later  he  moved  to  Belvidere, 
where  he  had  accepted  a  position  in  the  court  house.  A  political 
overturn  in  the  early  seventies  threw  him  out.  Leaving  his  own 
state,  he  went  to  Scranton,  Pa.,  in  1872,  where  he  accepted  a 
position  with  James  McMillian  and  Co.,  Pleasant  Valley,  near 
Scranton,  as  bookkeeper  and  salesman  in  their  general  store, 
and  continued  with  them  for  about  20  years,  when  failing  health 
forced  him  to  retire  a  few  years  before  his  death  at  the  age  of 
45  years,  5  months. 

He  had  a  contract  with  the  U.  S.  Government  for  the  carry¬ 
ing  of  the  mail  from  Pleasant  Valley-Marr  post  office  (both 
names  changed  to  Avoca),  to  Pittston,  Pa.  The  routes  were 
changed  and  he  carried  the  mail  from  Man*  and  Moosie  to  Old 
Forge,  Pa.,  on  the  D.  L.  &  W.  R.  R.  He  sublet  and  carried  them 
on  in  connection  with  his  duties  with  James  McMillan  and  Co. 
(Mr.  McMillan  was  the  post  master).  His  wife,  after  his  break-

Graduating,  she  con¬ 
tinued  as  a  supervising  nurse  until  she  volunteered  as  a  Red 
Cross  nurse  for  service  in  France  during  the  World  War.

Kate  Altha  Flock,  daughter  of  Andrew  L.  Flock  and  Mar¬ 
garet  Almeda  Luse  Flock,  b.  Jan.  31,  1861,  at  Jacksonburg 
(Blairstown  P.  O.),  N.  J.  Moved  with  her  parents  to  Pleasant 
Valley,  now  Avoca,  Pa.  As  a  young  lady,  she  learned  the  mil¬ 
linery  trade,  and  for  six  years  she  was  associated  with  her 
mother  in  the  millinery  business.  She  married  Rev.  George  C. 
Lewis,  June  12,  1884,  b.  at  Montrose,  Pa.,  Oct.  10,  1850,  minister 
of  the  M.  E.  Church,  at  Avoca,  Pa.  He  was  a  descendant  of 
Gabriel  Ely,  on  his  mother’s  side,  an  outstanding  patriot.

Sept.  16,  1865,  at  Paulina,  N.  J.  At  the 
age  of  7  years  he  moved  with  his  parents  and  family  to  Pleasant 
Valley  (Avoca),  Pa.  In  his  middle  teens  he  entered  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  W.  H.  Hollister,  Avoca,  Pa.,  as  clerk  in  his  general 
store.  Served  one  year,  then  entered  the  employment  of  James 
McMillan  &  Co.,  same  line  of  business.  Remained  with  them  for 
seven  years,  then  went  with  his  uncle,  J.  D.  Flock,  Hacketts- 
town,  N.  J.,  for  one  year.  Returning  home  with  a  trained 

experience,  he  entered  the  employment  of  L.  W.  Kyte,  West 
Pittston,  Pa.,  in  the  grocery  business.  Remained  with  him  six 

years.  His  next  adventure  was  the  embarkation  into  business 
for  himself,  in  the  city  of  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  May,  1895.  He  was 
very  successful,  and  acquired  considerable  real  estate.  Con¬ 
tinued  in  business  until  1926,  when  he  retired.  The  retired  life 
did  not  suit  his  temperament.  He  had  been  too  active  in  life. 
He  again  engaged  in  business,  this  time  at  Kingston,  Pa.,  in 
1928.  He  discontinued  it  in  1933.  During  his  residence  at 
Wilkes-Bane,  Pa.,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Central  M.  E. 
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Church,  serving  on  the  Official  Board  over  30  years.  In  1935 
he  accepted  the  management  of  the  W.  J.  Philips  store  at 
Forty  Fort.  Mr.  Philips  died  in  1933.  In  the  interval,  business 
had  taken  a  decided  drop.  He  has  rebuilt  and  increased  the 
business,  surpassing  its  former  standard;  remodeled  the  interior; 
added  a  meat  department.  Today  it  has  the  reputation  of  being 
the  finest  food  store  and  most  satisfactory  trading  establishment 
on  the  West  Side. 

During  his  residence  at  Pittston,  at  that  period  of  life  when 
eyes  meet  and  speak  a  language  all  their  own — when  young 
hearts  beat  in  unison — when  thoughts  of  the  old-time  problems 
in  arithmetic  meander  through  the  brain  that  “two  makes  one”, 
on  a  summer  vacation,  they  journeyed  to  within  a  few  miles 
of  where  his  old  ancestor  pitched  his  tent  in  1749.  The  romance 
reached  a  climax.  The  wedding  bells  rang  on  Sept.  3,  1890.

Andrew  O.  Read,  b.  Oct.  26,  1870,  at  Jacksonburg  (Blairs¬ 
town  P.  O.),  N.  J. 

At  the  age  of  22,  he  migrated  to 
Iowa.  In  that  day  Horace  Grcely, 
editor  of  the  “N.  Y.  Tribune", 
was  periodically  broadcasting  "Go 
West  Young  Man".  Andrew  an¬ 
swered  the  call,  and  for  eight  years 
in  that  state  he  plowed  the  the 
land,  tilled  the  soil  and  the  corn  grew  8  feet  tall.  At  the  turn 
of  the  century,  1900,  he  again  migrated  westward  to  Montana. 
For  four  years  it  was  mostly  the  pastoral  life  of  a  shepherd. 
He  located  near  Havre,  the  coldest  region  in  the  U.  S.  A. — some 
times  60  degrees  below  zero.  His  system  reacted  to  a  milder 
calling.  He  found  employment  in  the  railroad  shops  at  Havre, 
alternating  to  two  different  occupations,  summer  and  winter. 
"Westward  Ho" — the  urge  again  seized  him,  and  he  jumped 
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Idaho  to  Spokane,  Washington.  Here  he  engaged  in  the  build¬ 
ing  trades.  For  a  period  he  worked  as  a  civilian  for  the  U.  S. 
Government,  at  Fort  George.  But  he  reverted  to  the  life  of 
his  youth  and  for  12  years  it  was  ranch  life  in  the  Spokane 
and  Davenport  region.  He  married  Jennie  Everitt,  July  28, 
1915,  of  Spokane.  They  continued  to  live  in  Washington  unlil 
1919,  when  they  moved  to  Oregon.  For  two  years  it  was  wheat 
and  ranch  life  in  the  Portland  and  Pendleton  region.  In  1921 
they  moved  to  Los  Angeles,  California.  California  was  different 
from  the  other  states  in  climate.  Natural  resources  and  in¬ 
dustries,  real  estate,  fruit  and  the  movies  seemed  to  be  com¬ 
peting  for  first  place  all  through  together  with  the  climate,  the 
Golden  Gate,  and  the  shipping  has  made  California  a  great 
state.  After  a  careful  survey,  .Mr.  Read  engaged  in  the  real 
estate  and  building  trade,  and  still  continues — which  we  know 
has  made  gigantic  strides  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  state. 

Mrs.  Read  died  Dec.  22,  1922.  He  married  a  second  wife, 
Mrs.  Edith  Edith  Hussey,  Nov.  29,  1926,  d.  Oct.  24,  1930.  No 
children  were  born  of  either  marriage.  During  his  residence  at 
Los  Angeles,  he  visited  Mexico  on  a  vacation  trip  for  recrea¬ 
tion,  travel,  observation  and  study.  On  returning  via  steamer, 
he  was  charmed  with  the  Pacific  coast  line,  the  majestic  gran¬ 
deur  of  mountain  ranges,  the  beautiful  landscapes,  the  peaceful 
calm  of  the  ocean,  the  Golden  Gate — wide  open  for  the  com¬ 
merce  of  the  world,  the  panoramic  beauty  of  it  all  was  con¬ 
trasting  to  the  pulsating  traffic  of  the  cities.  Again  treading 
the  soil  of  the  valleys,  seeing  the  fertility  of  he  land,  eating  of 
the  fruits  and  breathing  “that  air”.  It  was  the  poet  who  de¬ 
scribed  it,  “A  land  beyond  compare.  Thee  I  love  best” — he  calls 
it  home.  Mr.  Read  has  lived  in  five  western  states,  covering  a 
period  of  45  years.  Still  able  and  vigorous  at  the  age  of  67. 
Still  carrying  on,  he  has  risen  above  the  depression.

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—  JOHN  FLOCK  BRANCH,  V  GENERATION  — 

John  Flock,  son  of  Matthias  and  Christina  Divers  Flock, 
b.  Oct.  4,  1843,  at  Jacksonburg,  N.  J.,  d.  Feb.  26,  1924.  His 

mother  died  when  he  was  six  years  of  age.  His  father  died 
two  and  one-half  years  later,  with  the  breaking-up  of  the 
family  home,  new  homes  were  found  for  the  children.  He 
lived  for  a  short  period  with  his  grandfather,  Henry  Divers. 
Afterwards  with  his  uncle  and  aunt,  John  and  Susan  Flock.  A 
few  years  previous  to  the  Civil  War,  he  lived  with  and  worked 
for  Jeremiah  Lanning,  at  Mt.  Harmony,  N.  J.  When  the  Civil 
War  broke  out,  the  call  was  issued  for  volunteers — “nine- 
months’  service  men”.  Young  men  were  enlisting  in  great  num¬ 
bers.  When,  at  work  one  day  in  the  buck.vheat  field,  one  of 
his  young  friends  on  his  way  to  enlist,  called  out,  “Halt,  march. 
Come  join  the  cause,  be  a  soldier”,  he  dropped  his  cradle  in 
the  field  and  in  the  spirit  of  1776 — 1862,  volunteered.  Both  en¬ 
listed  Sept.  3,  1862.  He  was  enrolled  in  the  31st  Regiment,  N.  J. 
Volunteers.  He  was  afterwards  transferred  to  the  Vermont  Regi¬ 
ment  of  Cavalry.  He  fought  in  the  first  and  second  battles  of 
Frederick  and  Chancellersville;  served  under  General  Burnside, 
and  General  Grant.  He  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  ser¬ 
vice  on  June  24,  1863,  at  Flemington,  N.  J.  He  returned  to 
civil  life  with  his  uncle  and  aunt,  John  and  Susan  Flock. 

Soon  afterwards,  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  D  L  &  W 
R  R  as  fireman.  He  changed  soon  afterwards  to  the  L  &  S  Di¬ 
vision  of  the  C.  R.  R.  of  N.  J.,  as  engineer,  on  the  Scranton  to 
Ashley  and  Mauch  Chunk,  Pa.  run. 

He  married  Alice  Tompkins,  of  Cohoes,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  5,  1867, 
b.  Feb.  2,  1847,  died  Nov.  7,  1913.  On  her  maternal  grandfather's 
side,  William  Tompkins,  they  trace  their  ancestry  back  to  New 
York’s  war  governor,  who  came  from  Hereford,  England.  On  her 
maternal  grandmother’s  side,  Charity  Vincent  Tompkins,  they 
trace  back  to  Aug.  24,  1572,  the  St.  Bartholomew  massacre  of 
French  Huguenots.  The  first  who  came  to  this  new  land  were 
Jean  Francois  and  Medallion  Vincent,  A.  D.  1682 — an  ancestry  to 
he  proud  of,  enriching  the  blood  of  our  nation. 

At  the  expiration  or  the  lease  of  the  C.  R.  R.  of  N.  J.,  with 
the  D.  &  H.  It.  R.,  Scranton  to  Wilkcs-bnrre,  Mr.  Flock  was 
transferred  to  Mountain  Top.  Afterwards  to  White  Haven,  Pa. 
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After  a  continuous  service  of  over  50  years,  he  was  honorably 
retired  on  a  substantial  pension.  He  had  no  accidents  or  dis¬ 
credit  marks,  was  in  one  minor  accident,  off  work  two  days, 
during  the  investigation.  The  fault  was  with  the  other  crew.  An 
exceptional  record. 

While  residents  of  Mountain  Top,  they  took  an  active  part 
in  the  building  and  support  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.

Mr.  Hauser’s  personal  knowledge  goes 
back  only  to  his  grandparents,  who  were  both  born  in  this 
country.  His  occupation  was  telegraphy.  He  was  employed  in 
early  life  as  telegraph  operator  and  train  dispatcher  at  While 
Haven,  with  the  C.  R.  R.  ol  N.  J.,  for  nine  years.  In  1891  he 
entered  into  a  contract  and  partnership  with  the  borough  ol 
White  Haven,  Pa.,  for  the  organization  of  an  electric  light  com¬ 
pany,  the  borough  financing  the  borough’s  part  and  he  the 
commercial  part  for  businesses  and  residences.  After  about  10 
years,  he  bought  the  borough's  interest  and  furthered  developed 
the  plant.  In  1926  he  sold  the  plant  to  the  Lehigh  Power  Se¬ 
curities  Co.,  of  New  York.  He  has  been  living  retired  since. 

During  the  World  War,  Mrs.  Hauser  was  president  of  the 
Red  Cross  Society  of  White  Haven,  for  the  entire  duration  of 
the  war.  Their  rooms  were  open  16  hours  daily — women  mak¬ 
ing  bandages,  socks,  sweaters,  etc.,  forwarding  the  same  to  the 
boys  overseas.  Also  packages  from  parents  and  friends.  It  was 
a  center  for  relief  activities  for  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  their 
sons  and  brothers,  presided  over  by  Mrs.  Hauser.

John  Flock  Hauser,  b.  June  1,  1891,  at  White  Haven,  Pa. 
A  graduate  of  Lehigh  University,  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  as  an  elec¬ 
trical  engineer.  Associated  with  his  father  at  the  White  Haven 
electric  plant.  He  enlisted  in  the  World  War,  July  19,  1917.  Af¬ 
ter  a  short  military  training,  he  was  assigned  to  duty  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  in  the  rank  of  First  Lieutenant,  to  superintend 
thw  manufacture  of  equipment  for  the  signal  service  corps.  Dis¬ 
satisfied  because  he  was  not  sent  overseas,  he  made  repeated 
requests  to  be  relieved  of  his  assignment  and  sent  overseas, 
which  in  a.l  probability  would  have  reduced  him  to  the  rank  of 
a  private.  He  was  summoned  to  report  to  superior  officer’s 
headquarters,  and  there,  in  a  friendly  talk,  was  informed  that 
his  services  to  his  country  and  the  world,  were  fourfold  greater 
at  home,  than  it  would  be  in  the  trenches  in  the  manufacture 
and  sending  forward  equipment.  His  first  commission  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.  was  to  re-organize,  perfect  and  increase  produc¬ 
tion  of  supplies  for  the  signal  corps,  developing  that  to  a  high 
standard.  He  was  transferred  to  Cleveland,  O.,  to  a  plant  in  a 
similar  condition.  He  brought  both  plants  up  to  a  high  state  of 
efficiency,  and  the  equipment  and  supplies  went  overseas  with 
increased  regularity.  For  the  want  of  skilled  management  they 
were  inefficient. 

Under  a  heavy  strain  and  the  responsibility,  he  was  taken 
sick  and  died  Oct.  24,  1918,  at  Cleveland,  O.  His  remains  were 
brought  heme  and  buried  with  military  honors  at  White  Haven, 
Pa.  Taps  were  sounded  Oct.  28,  1918.

Her  parents’  names 
were  William  Henry  and  Rachel  Drake.  The  family  is  of  Eng¬ 
lish  ancestry,  going  back  to  Robert  Drake,  b.  1580,  Devonshire, 
England.  They  were  a  large  family,  adjacent  to  Schooley's  Mt. 
and  Long  Valley,  and  also  in  New  England. 

After  their  marriage,  he  served  one  year  with  the  old 
established  firms  of  Moor  and  Finley,  Scranton,  Pa.,  where 
he  added  greatly  to  his  knowledge  of  the  dry  goods  business.

War,  he  opened  what  was  called  a  fancy  goods  store,  at  Hack¬ 
ettstown,  N.  J.,  where,  with  the  able  assistance  of  his  wife,  he 
conducted  a  successful  business,  located  opposite  where  the 
Flock  building  now  stands.  His  growing  business  demanding 
more  room,  he  bought  and  erected  three  store  buildings,  from 
time  to  time,  as  growth  demanded,  moving  each  time  into  larger 
buildings,  and  more  spacious  quarters.  They  are  a  monument 
to  his  successful  career.  He  was  in  business  52  years,  retiring 
at  the  age  of  80  years.  He  died  Sept.  24,  1935.  His  wife  survives 
him. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  an  eldei 
over  50  years.  His  civic  interests  were  varied.  He  held  the 
office  of  common  councilman,  and  was  also  a  director  of  the 
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School  Board,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  a  director 
in  the  First  National  Bank  for  15  years.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Flock 
celebrated  their  65th  anniversary  of  their  wedding,  an  unusual 
event.  There  were  born  of  this  union,  three  children,  viz.  Ella 
Loretta,  b.  Nov.  9,  1876;  Edith  May,  b.  May  19,  1878;  Rachel 
Drake,  b.  Sept.  14,  1879 — all  at  Hackettstown,  N.  J.

It  was  the  purpose  and  plan  in  compiling  this  history  to 
commence  with  Matthias  and  Andrew,  of  the  4th  generation, 
completing  both  down  to  the  present  day.  This  we  have  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  doing;  every  one  born,  their  name  and  position  in 
life  recorded,  so  that  they  can  be  carried  down  to  posterity.  It 
was  also  the  purpose  to  include  as  many  as  possible  of  the  3rd 
and  2nd  generations,  back  to  Andreas  and  his  good  wife,  Anna 
Maria — the  pioneers  of  1749 — and  following  them  down  to  the 
present.  In  this,  we  have  been  successful  beyond  our  ex¬ 
pectations. 

This  chapter  relates  to  John  Philip,  of  the  3rd  generation, 
and  his  descendants  (in  part).  The  others  of  those  generations 
are  chronicled  in  another  part  of  this  (as  many  as  obtainable). 
Chambers,  in  his  history,  gives  us  the  names  of  those  born  in 
the  3rd  generation.  There  were  eleven — two  families — 6  males, 
5  females.  One  died  in  infancy,  another  at  the  age  of  22,  a 
third,  a  cousin  of  John  Philip’s,  moved  to  Ohio  or  Canada.  John 
Philip  moved  to  Canada.  Two  families,  Matthias’  and  Andrew’s, 
remained,  and  their  descendants  are  the  major  part  of  this 
history.  The  five  remaining  were  all  females  and  lost  in  the 
lineage  of  the  Flock  family.  The  families  in  the  U.  S.  A.  had  a 
knowledge  that  there  was  a  branch  in  Canada,  but  it  had  almost 
become  a  legend,  who  and  what  branch  was  clouded  in  mystery. 
There  was  a  memory,  however,  that  prompted  us  to  a  research, 
viz.  That  J.  D.  Flock,  of  Hackettstown,  and  his  wife,  of  the  5th 
generation,  on  their  bridal  tour  in  1809,  visited  the  Flocks  at, 
or  near  Hamilton,  Ontario.  This  is  the  only  contact  we  know 
of  in  140  years. 

The  veil  was  then  again  dropped.  But  it  has  again  been  drawn 
aside  and  we  get  a  glimpse  of  the  present  and  a  retrospect  of 
the  past,  only  in  a  limited  degree,  however.  Contacting  the 
postmaster  at  Hamilton,  Ont.,  he  very  kindly  gave  us  the  name 
of  a  descendant,  who  proved  to  be  the  right  person  and  it  is 
from  her  the  information  we  now  possess  was  received. 

VVe  know  from  her  it  was  John  Philip,  and  they  look  upon 
him  as  the  Abraham  or  their  family,  who  migrated  to  Canada, 
but  the  time  of  their  going  is  not  exactly  known  (.sec  chapter, 
The  Beginning,  1749  and  1773).  The  writer,  from  dates,  circum- 
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stances,  etc.,  fixes  the  date  as  1796  or  soon  thereafter.  This, 
however,  is  subject  to  correction.  Our  informant  does  not  know 
the  date,  so  we  leave  it  an  open  question.  We  have  the  dates  of 
the  birth  of  his  ten  children,  but  not  their  place  of  birth.  It'  we 
knew,  we  could  almost  to  a  certainty  fix  the  date. 

We  know  it  was  religious  persecution  and  the  desire  for 
both  religious  and  civic  freedom,  that  drove  Andreas  in  1749. 
from  his  native  land  of  Germany  to  the  English  colonies  in 
America.  It  could  not  have  been  the  same  motive  that  caused 
John  Philip  to  migrate  to  Canada.  These  liberties  were  enjoyed 
to  a  greater  degree  in  the  U.  S.,  than  in  any  other  nation  of  the 
world.  It  was  the  pioneering  age.  Was  it  the  appeal — land  and 
more  land?  Was  it  climate?  Or  the  fertility  of  the  soil  on 
the  peninsula  of  Ontario  and  its  proximity  to  the  Great  Lakes? 
Was  the  opposition  weaker  in  Canada  from  the  Indians,  to  the 
advance  of  the  white  man  than  it  was  in  our  West  of  that  day 
— 140  years  ago?  Of  these,  we  know  not. 

John  Philip  was  a  tiller  of  the  soil.  Good,  fertile  land  and 
freedom  to  work  out  his  own  destiny  would  be  two  reasons,  the 
writer  believes.  The  same  thing  was  going  on  in  his  day  that 
scattered  the  nations  over  the  earth  from  time  immemorial  down 
through  the  centuries,  viz.  The  desire,  the  finding,  and  the 
possession  of  better  habitations. 

Miss  Isabella  has  furnished  us  with  the  charts  of  two  fami¬ 
lies — one  from  John  Philip,  3rd  generation,  down  to  her  own, 
the  6th — the  other  from  the  5th  down  to  the  9th,  and  othe. 
names  in  addition,  over  65  names  in  all.  There  are  a  number  of 
blanks  on  one,  but  they  show  the  growth  and  expansion,  and 
are  in  step  with  the  Americans,  both  in  the  9th  generation. 
Possibly  the  Canadians  outnumber  the  Americans. 

As  to  their  status  in  life,  both  past  and  present,  we  can 
only  say  in  general  that  as  they  grew,  married  and  multiplied, 
they  became  part  of  the  nation  in  the  same  manner  as  the  states. 
They  tilled  the  soil,  engaged  in  the  various  occupations  common 
to  man  in  their  day,  and  were  and  are,  that  part  of  society 
which  builds,  maintains  and  carries  forward  our  civilization. 

This  is  only  a  glimpse  of  the  Canadian  branch.  To  peruse  ii 
further,  would  require  a  great  deal  of  work  and  research,  per¬ 
haps  years  of  time  (the  fine  in  the  U.  S.  has  taken  about  4  years). 
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We  leave  that  job  for  our  cousins  of  the  North.  We  are  glad 
to  have  this  much. 

Our  thanks  go  to  Miss  Isabella,  and  the  greetings  of  the 
American  Flocks  to  our  cousins,  the  Canadian  Flocks. 


In  the  research,  there  has  come  a  “cherry  tree’’  story,  like 
unto  George  Washington.  Tragic  (but  at  this  distance  in  time), 
it  has  a  little  vein  of  humor.  It  is  related  of  one  Philip  (4th 
gen.),  that  he  cut  down  a  cherry  tree.  Part  of  the  lumber  was 
to  be  used  for  his  coffin.  His  death  was  caused  by  the  sting  of 
a  bee  and  he  died  in  a  short  half-hour.  In  the  bustle  and  ex¬ 
citement  and  grief,  the  cherry  tree  was  forgotten.  The  lumber 
was  afterwards  made  into  a  leaf  table  and  is  preserved  as  an 
heirloom. 


The  ancient  myth  that  has  periodically  buzzed  in  our  ears 
and  brain  for  five  generations  or  more,  was  retold,  “that  there 
was  an  unclaimed  estate  in  Germany,  belonging  to  the  Flocks.” 
Theirs  is  the  abbreviated  edition.  They  have  it  “that  there 
was  a  vast  estate  and  fortune  left  to  heirs  of  one  by  the  name 
of  Spunger.”  A  Flock  was  supposed  to  have  married  a 
Spunger  who  was  the  heir.  One  of  our  “wags”  in  Pennsylvania, 
thought  that  if  we  would  substitute  an  “o”  for  the  “u”  in 
Spunger,  it  would  show  the  character  of  the  “Sponger”  and 
reaveal  the  plot.  The  New  Jersey  version  goes  a  little  further, 
adding  that  one  of  the  early  generations  went  over  to  Germany 
to  investigate  (all  part  of  the  myth),  and  reported  back  that 
the  estate  was  there,  but  that  one  of  the  requirements  to  inherit 
it  was  that  they  must  live  on  the  estate  and  keep  it  up.  it  was 
entailed.  No  claimant  went  forth.  The  myth  slumbered  for  a 
time,  but  was  again  revived. 

One  of  our  “gallants”  of  the  6th  generation  thought  that 
here  was  his  chance.  He  would  go  over  to  Germany,  claim  the 
estate  and  perhaps  marry  a  German  frau,  (wife).  But  after 
a  short  time  had  passed,  he  concluded  he  would  not  swap  his 
American  citizenship  for  a  German  estate.  One  of  our  Canadian 
cousins  visited  German  Valley  some  years  ago,  to  look  up  his 
forbears.  He  read  tombsones  and  incidentally  chased  the  myth. 

The  writer’s  own  opinion  is  that  some  fakir  read  the  tomb¬ 
stones  first.  Here  was  a  laige  family,  rich  broad  acres,  many 
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cattle.  He  fabricated  the  story,  mysteriously  circulated  it.  He 
visioned  a  well-filled  purse  and  he  an  agent  going  abroad  to  in¬ 
vestigate  and  claim  the  estate.  The  purse  was  never  filled.  The 
fakir  vanished,  but  the  myth  keeps  going  around  in  cycles.  A 
fabrication  purely  and  simply  for  gain.

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A  CONDEMNATION  OF  A  DISHONORABLE  ACT 
TO  AN  HONORABLE  PEOPLE. 

The  Flock  family  would  like  to  record  a  condemnation  and 
disapproval  of  the  changing  of  the  name  German  Valley  to 
Long  Valley,  at  the  time  of  the  World  War  in  France. 

What  the  early  German  settlers  suffered  has  not  half  been 
told.  They  gave  their  blood  and  treasure  in  the  Revolulionar> 
War  for  freedom  and  liberty,,  and  well  played  their  part  in  tne 
laying  of  the  foundation  and  the  building  of  our  great  nation. 

History  could  in  no  better  way  perpetuate  their  memory, 
than  in  the  name  GERMAN  VALLEY.  The  changing  of  the 
name  was  like  the  tearing  down  by  the  mob  of  a  monument 
to  some  great  man,  who,  in  his  day  and  generation,  performed 
great  and  noble  deeds. 

The  name  German  Valley  should  be  restored  and  a  monu¬ 
ment  erected  in  addition.  It  is  a  repetition  of  the  old  story — 
“There  arose  a  Pharaoh  who  knew  not  Joseph." 
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—  APPENDIX  — 

This  genealogy  and  history  has  been  written  in  response 
to  a  desire  at  an  annual  reunion,  to  have  a  better  knowledge  and 
acquaintance  with  one  another,  and  a  knowledge  of  the  genera¬ 
tions  preceding. 

The  German  blood  runs  pure  (with  one  exception),  through 
three  generations  to  the  4th  (Matthias).  From  there  it  is  mixed 
with  some  of  the  best  blood  that  came  out  of  other  European 
nations,  animated  by  the  same  motive — religious,  social  and  po¬ 
litical  freedom.  The  melting  pot  has  made  us  all  Americans; 
proud  of  our  ancestry;  proud  that  we  are  Americans. 

As  Americans,  we  may  well  ask  ourselves:  Are  we  doing 
our  part?  Every  person  born  into  the  world,  owes  it  as  a  duty 
to  our  Creator  and  to  mankind  in  general,  to  help  make  tnis 
world  better  as  we  pass  through  it.  We  cannot  all  be  leaders, 
but  we  can  all  keep  step  in  the  great  advance. 

The  American  home  is  the  great  unit  of  American  life.  It 
should  be  Christian;  it  should  be  filled  with  love,  void  of 
selfishness;  it  should  be  the  nursery  of  character  building — 
“Character  buildeth  a  nation  and  maketh  it  great.” 

The  Flocks  have  multiplied  and  spread  from  Pennsylvania — 
their  landing  place;  from  New  Jersey — their  nesting  place — west 
to  the  Pacific,  north  to  Canada,  south  to  the  Panama  Canal 
Zone,  in  obedience  to  the  Divine  command,  “Be  fruitful,  multi¬ 
ply  and  replenish  the  earth  and  subdue  it.”
